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Professor Bologh is the author of 

Love or Greatness: Max Weber and 
Masculine Thinking- A Feminist Inquiry 
(Unwin Hyman, 1990).She interprets 
Weber's writing as a masculine reading 
of social life which poses a challenge to 
contemporary women and to feminism.
